Accordingly, the University does not discriminate on the basis of race, color, national origin/ancestry, age, physical or mental disabilit 
pregnancy, veteran status, service in the uniformed, services (as defined in state and federal law), religion, creed, sex, sexual orientat 
identity, or gender expression in the administration of any of its educational programs, activities, or with respect to admission or emp 
For reasons I cannot name, Albert Gallatin Jenkins became a soldier and eventually Brigadier General in the Confederate Army. He w< 
Academy, now Marshall.University, before going on to Jefferson College and Harvard Law School. In 1937, the groundbreaking for Jei 
campus took place and the building opened in 1938. if we now must remove this "Son of Marshall's" name from the building because 
and slaveholder", then are we not discriminating against him because of his veteran status, or service in the uniformed services?

I am dying and desperate for help! 976 words 

This is my fourth [4] attempt, including one face to face, to inform you of something that is important I personally 
explained the problem, and you said "I will help you" as you looked me in my eye and shook my hand! I wrote you two 
accurate explanations as well, that were also to no avail. 

I cannot say I have sat idly by, when this Epidemic started to become out of control. I wrote numerous op-ed's, most 
unpublished.

I will give you a hint. The 1930's German "T-4 Program" is substantially identical to what is going on with America's 
"Opioid Epidemic Fight"! Another place to look is that there are virtually no prescription opioids in drug arrests for over a 
year! Please check, I tried, but no response like yours. 

My purpose for this letter is to inform you and society that this worst Medical Human Rights Disaster in medical history is 
being exposed nationally, and many that passed laws at the urging of the DEA, for the reason of legitimate opioid treatment 
reduction or cessation, will experience the ultimate embarrassment, as well as leaving a legacy of contributing to this 
massive Human Rights Debacle. 

Medicare, Insurance companies, and the West Virginia Workers' Compensation Fund were all beneficiaries of the "Opioid 
Epidemic Fight". 

You continue to attack this thing armed only with information you received from addicts or those who work to keep 
them alive. You base everything on people, whom a month earlier were leaving needles in the Parks and steeling your 
lawnmower. You are asking a hooker for the secret to chastity! Not once did you ask a legitimate intractable pain patient 
or their doctor how not to become addicted in the first place.

Your faith in Huntington's expertise in "battling substance abuse" might, as with all the rest, be misguided. Huntington 
has always been fighting the "Overdose Epidemic" not this. That is commendable as well as a necessity, but only as a 
template for the "Overdose Epidemic". 

I see some have lightened up with, "fatalities due to drug overdose and suicides linked to substance abuse played a 
role". For this I give you partial credit. However, very soon the truth will be exposed on the national news of the worst 
Medical Human Rights Disaster in medical history and the "Suicide Epidemic" that resulted. I just thought since you believe 
it started here in WV, that you would want to be on the correct side of history, which you are not, as things stand. 

Everyone in society believes that people on opioid therapy are addicted and that is grossly wrong. Studies show only 
0,6 percent [ less than one in 100] of intractable pain patients become addicted. So all government policy was to lower or 
suspend pain treatment to a suicidal level on 99 legitimate intractable pain sufferers, merely to intervene in one potential 
addiction! 

Attorney General Jeff Sessions, earlier this year famously said, "They [pain patients] need to take an aspirin and tough it 
out!". However, his last week as AG, Sessions made amends to elevate history's gaze of himself, by saying, "Opioid 
prescribing can be essential for people. It's very clear that people with serious pain problems are in need of real significant 
pain relief and sometimes [opioids] are the only thing that will provide relief, and it is absolutely legitimate to prescribe it." 

This "Opioid Epidemic" thing had more to do with teen aicohol drinking, cell phone social contact, low religious morality, 
surgically over prescribed pain medications forgotten in medicine cabinets, and a sbdety wanting to blame someone easy to 
locate and prosecute instead of fighting diverse regional generational socioeconomic problems. 

I had become so disparate, that I am contacting foreign governments, asking them to expose the Human Rights 
Violations in the United States like we prefer doing to other countries. Now we are on the cusp of redemption! 

After forty years, the drug taskforces, risking their lives daily working to the best of their ability, could only keep the 
status quo. They made a million drug arrests, and yet it still thrives! They know the futility of any kind of drug arrests in 
stopping drug abuse when social demand remains! There are answers, but you never really wanted to find them, because 
they implicated everyone in society more than me or my pain doctors! 

A Southern WV Sheriff summed up your policy best: "first thing is to dose down all the doctors". You in sodety really 
believe all the doctors went rogue at the same time? Apparently you do!

I'm riot sure if you’ve been notified yet, but the CG recently laid off over 130 people from the facility that was opened in 
Jefferson County in 2014, Only 72 people remain out of the 250+ that were once employed there. I’m sure that building 
wasn't cheap, and Jefferson county (and the surrounding counties) are now losing the talented software engineers to other 
locations. Which is eventually going to impact the tax base. It should also be rioted that the new contractor that came in at 
the end of November has a six figure Mercedes that was likely purchased because of their new found income from the 
taxpayers. Considering this building is very hew, and is now 2/3rds empty only 4 years later - this seems like a blatant 
waste of taxpayer money. To the point of abuse. 

It's also worthy to note that it was a $17 million dollar contract award, which amounts to roughly $230k per contractor 
employed. Most had to take 20% pay cuts to stay employed, and the health benefits are nowhere near what the previous 
contractor had provided. All of this may be something you would want to look into.

I have lived in your beautiful state for almost 5 years now. I am a older Veteran, and I would like you to come take a ride 
with me and the other Veterans who live in this state. I don't have a car and depend on public transportation to get around. 
I used the DAV van to get to my doctors appointment in Clarksburg, but how I cant, as there was a bill signed canceling the 
rides. There are several veteran here that are in the same challenges now that I face. While there are small clinics in some 
of the towns and areas where we live, most of the major medical procedures happen at the Clarksburg VA hospital. I did 
have an appointment this month for a cancer biopsy, how evervl now will have to cancel do to lack of transportation. Its not 
just the lack of Transportation to the hospital for the veterans that I want to send you this message. It is also the how I live 
and get around in Morgantown. I am on a very limited income, and depend on the buses to get around, it takes me 2 to 3 
hours just to get to the stores for shopping but also the a)hditibns of some of tfie buses are failing apart, floors are rusted 
through and its impossible to use the seat belts. When there are meetings to make suggestions on how to make it easier for 
bus riders, it wouldtake me several hours to attend thosemeetings:and I would not be able to ride the bus to get home. 
Pius there is no bus service on Sundays or game days, this makes it challenging to make sure I get what I need during the 
week as I can not bring top much on the bus or carry to much. Mus I don't understand why the roads in this state are in 
such bad repair* most are just patched which doesn't fix the issue, makes'the busses bounce all over the place. There are 
very few bus places to stand out of the weather and be safe fromtraffic. 5 ' 

Its not just the transportation that gives rhegrief, I qualify for housing assistance, however most of the [and Iprds in 
Morgantown do not take vouchers. I can not afford to move arid its takes over half of my income to pay rent and utilities. 
Next month I will receive a cola increase to ftiy Social Security, which Is not a benefit to me as the state will turn around and 
take the same amount from my Food stamps. I understand that Morgantown is a College town but I feel that money is 
wasted here and does not help the rest of the people who live here. Last August they moved the bus depot from down town 
to Westover, which made it a challenge for my fellow riders. Many had to change jobs and several lost their-jobs as they 
could no longer get to work on time. With the bad roads, busses and lack of enough drivers getting around has become a 
night mare for many. With the busses being late most of the time many of us have to stand in the rain or cold just to catch 
the bus.

As a higher education professional, I have followed closely the work of the Blue Ribbon Commission on Higher Education 
through news reports and the meeting minutes posted online. Having dedicated my 20-plus-year career to the education of 
young people, I am compelled to share with you the deep concerns I have for what I have seen and heard, and more 
importantly not seen and heard, emerge from their work. 


First, there has been no reference in any of the meeting minutes of even an acknowledgement of the severe dedine in 
demand for higher education that we will.face in the coming decade, much less any Ideas of what changes might be needed 
to address this dedine. Earlier this year, Nathan Grawd released Demographics arid the Demand for Higher Education, a 
comprehensive study of population trends and the projected effects on higher, education enrollment. In this groundbreaking 
study, Dr. Grawe applied historical college-going data to birth rate data to project growth/decline ih higher education 
enrollment by geography and institution type. Those projections are dire. According to Dr. Grawe's analysis, between 2012 
and 2029, West Virginia wilt see a -7.5% to -2.5% change in the number of students who will attend a regional four-year 
institution (which, by his definition, includes all of our public colleges and universities). It will not be reasonable to believe 
that we can make up for this dedine by attracting students from our bordering states, as they are ail facing a similar or 
worse decline than we are. This book has received tremendous attention throughout the higher education community 
nationally, and yet it seems that the BRC has not discussed this issue and its implications on bur institutions at all. 


Second, in die call to restore funding to seven of our institutions with a $10 million allocation, there has been no reported 
discussion of how such an investment would be utilized to reduce the cost of attendance for students. As the justification for 
tuition increases over the past decade has almost always been that they are making up for the cuts in state funding, it 
stands to reason that restoring this funding should al|ow these institutions to reduce tuition. And yet there has been no 
mention of any projected outcomes from this proposed investment* much less a commitment to apply it to countering the 
72% increase we've seen in average in-state tuition from 2006 to 2016. 


Yet what is most troubling in terms of what is missing from the BRC's conversations is the welfare of our students. In only 
one meeting's minutes were students mentioned multiple times, and that was in the context of how students could be 
leveraged to advocate for institutions with lawmakers. Frankly, this is completely backward. Our institutions exist to educate 
and develop students, not the other way around. There are so many challenges and barriers facing our students, not the 
least of which is the ever-increasing cost without similariy increasing merit and need-based aid, we cannot improve our 
higher education system whHe ignoring the very things that are limiting student access and success. 
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Finally what has emerged from the BRC in both news reports and meeting minutes is a near-angular focus on dismantling 
the HEPC Amid tails for scrapping the status quo and embracing change, the Only change that has been suggested is to 
essentially eliminate state-wide coordination and leave each institution Su its own devices. Quite simply, this is the opposite 
of what is needed ft* long term success. A recent report by the Deioitte Center for Higher Education Excellence, The 
futurefs) of public higher education: How state universities can suvive-and thriveHn a new era .

ed.pdO, utilized 565 strategic plans from public four-year Institutions, interviews with higher ed leaders, and extenaye 
schoiariy literature and economic reports to present five models for higher education in the 21st century, all of which require 
extensive collaboration and cooperation between Institutions. Likewise, the state of Maine has become a leader in innovative 
restructuring (https://www.chronide.coin/articie/How-Maine-Became-a7iiaboratdry/24262l) through greater oversight and 
coordination/not less. Other states with enviable higher education systems California,.Georgia, Iowa, Wisconsin, 

arid others) have no institutional governing boards, but rather see the value in greater coordination between institutions by 
utilizing system-wide governance. If we are to avoid dosing institutions, we must seriously consider if we have the student 
demand to justify and financial and human resources necessary to .support overlapping programs. Do we truly have the 
demand for and the resources to offer accounting degrees at nine of our ten 4,year institutions?^ nursing at seven of ten? 
Objectively, most would say no. And yet, if we reduce (rather than strengthen) state oversight of higher education, these 
inefficiencies will worsen rather than improve. ! V . 


Govembr justice, there is no question thathighereducation throughoutbur country is fating troubling times that are likely 
to get worse before they get better. There lino question that we must change what we do and How we do it. But if the 
tfiafiges we make are not guided by data, research, and ah unwavering focus on and dedication to our students, we will find 
ourselves iria position from which we may hot recover. I implore you to consider this when evaluating the recommendations 
ybu receive in the coming weeks.
